President Roosevelt has studied 
Ambassador Kennedy's confidential 
reports on the European situation. It 
was noted that when Mr, Kennedy 
left for Boston after two Presidential 
conferences, he left a bulging bricf 
case, presumably with the President, 
The, Ambassador will return te 
Washington next weels. « 


Mr, Kennedy told the Press that If 
he told the reporters what he thoaght 
of the European crisis, they would bo 
obliged to forego their dinners. 


Mr, Cordell Hull, Secretary of
